* the Jewiſh church from it's commencement at 
the fall, in an oracle, Urim and Thummim, prophets 
and extraordinary bleſſings and judgements, and ſuch 
were continued in the chriſtian church till the full eſtab- 
liſhment of the faith and the deſtruction of Jeruſalem 
rendered them unneceſſary any longer.

eſpecially thoſe who are particularly concerned in it. 
Providence may forbear for a time, but will certainly 
viſit for public enormities, which are connived at, or not
